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PLAYING THE DEPRESSION 


There are people who traffic in vice and crime. After 
many of the world’s worst tragedies ghouls have made their | 
appearance to rob the dead. Certain types of employers are 
always ready to take advantage of the women and children 
in order to obtain cheap labor. Others go out of their way to 
get labor from the lowest wage countries on earth, even| 
getting transportation companies to bring them by fair means | 
or foul in order that they may have a plentiful supply of 
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cheap labor. 


With these and many more schemes for cheapening labor 
so common even during normal times there is no reason to 
expect that people entertaining such an attitude towards labor 
should do otherwise than take advantage to the uttermost of 
such a depression as is now on, not only to intensify their 
ordinary methods to lower wages, but also to go out of their 
way to take advantage of the plight of the unemployed. 

This is exactly what is taking place and probably the 
worst offenders masquerade in the guise of charity and pub- 
lic relief work. Cases, in almost endless numbers, could be 
cited where the unemployed are advised, encouraged and 
occasionally literally forced and coerced into accepting em- 
ployment at such a beggarly wage and so far below prevail- 
ing wages that those who are responsible for this should 
blush with shame when they pause to think of the wrong 
and injustice they are doing to all other workers by under- 
mining the very foundation of living wages for all workers. 

Just as there are individuals who play the market, when 
they deem it to their own advantage to do so, so there are 
people today, who are cunningly using charity and public 
relief organizations to lay a foundation for themselves to lower 
the wages of their own employes. When a charity or relief 
organization can get unemployed people to work for little or 
nothing, with outright starvation as the only other alterna- 


tive confronting them, it is but a step removed for the low- | 


wage employer, to go as far as he can or dares to go in reduc- 
ing wages to unprecedented low levels. 
This is exactly what the sweatshop employers through- 


out the land are doing and not a few of them go so far as/| 
to pose as philanthropists when they are doing it. In many 


cases they use the charity and relief organiations to help 
them recruit their cheap labor from the ranks of the unem- 
ployed. These people are playing the depression for all they 
can get out-of it, which is exactly what one would expect 
from that type of individual. But why should charity and 
relief organizations, or the public generally, play into their 
hands and allow themselves to be used.as tools to facilitate 
the wage-reducing tactics of such unscrupulous exploiters of 
their most helpless fellow beings? 


LET’S GO—GET DOWN TO BUSINESS 


Everybody is ready to go. Start the wheels of industry 
rolling. Put the six-hour day and the five-day week into 
force and effect, as an emergency measure, to provide work 
for more people. Give the farmers a chance to continue 
operations with something more substantial than hot air and 
foreclosures in sight, after crops are harvested next fall. 


Speed up our public works program to the limit but do use- | 


ful and needed public work in a modern and most efficient 
way instead of letting the unemployed push wheelbarrows 
or handle shovels to make believe they are working. a 

To make a long story short cut out the talking and don’t 
make any more promises until you are ready to proceed with 
performance. Our new President says the time for action 
is here and that he is ready to go. The best part of it is that 
he seems to mean it. Let us take him at his word and pro- 
ceed to co-operate with him by getting down to business. 

Let us have performance instead of propaganda. 

By shortening the hours of labor to six hours a day, by 
public works speeded up to gather up the remaining slack, 
that private enterprise cannot or does not get under way, 
yes, by doing all these and all the other numerous things 
that may be necessary to put the skids under the depression 
and enable our population to resume earning their own liv- 
ing, let us get on a going basis again, so that everybody, 
who wants to do their part may have the opportunity. 

Speed the day when charity associations and relief organ- 
iations may be disbanded because the need for them shall 
have been removed and those now engaged in conducting 
them be given an opportunity to earn their living at some- 
thing more praiseworthy than nursing and feeding and some- 
times prolonging misery and misfortune. 

Get down to business at once and don’t lose a minute 
in getting the whole works into operation. We are for it 
with all the emphasis at our command. Get at it and stay 
at it, till it is actually accomplished. The less talk, of the 
gesture variety, we have and the more honest-to-goodness 
action, of the kind that will put our population to work at 
decent and respectable wages, the better will it be for every- 
body concerned.

Clerical Workers Average $11.39 

Turning to clerical workers, the 
report declared that the average 
weekly wage of 141 women em- 
ployed in offices was found to be 
$11.39, but there were many in- 
stances of wages below the aver- 
age. A dentist offered $10 for an 
assistant to work six days a week, 
answer the telephone, receive pat- 
ients, assist at the chair, sterilize 
instruments, type bills and dust. 

A lawyer was on record at seyv- 
eral agencies who asked for an ex- 
per. typist with a knowledge of 
German for $8 a week.
